We left 
Puget, Sound with fine weai&er, which 
followed us until we reached the Vlcin 
ity of the Ladrone or Mariana Islands 
where we encountered a most severe 
hurricane, and, unfortunately for us 
one of the chain lashings/ which se- 
cures the deckload, gave vway, thereby 
enabling the lumber to shift and brini 
the vessel on her beam ends, straininj 
the main rail and waterway on 
side so much as to allow the water to 
rush; in, and in twelve hours she was 
full. We knew nothing of this occur 
rence until she. was overflowing, an( 
the cabin began to fill as welL Th< 
night of the storm I was up mrti 
morning with the /cabin boy, ballini 
ihe water out o| the bathroom, whicl 
1 supposed came through the windows 
as thelfofce pt^eiwater broka:Bonie 
of ^ the "gtesses;'•?•ITie next morning 
found it utterly impossible ,to g«t i 
out, and began to aee the drawers pus! 
0ut from their places. It was; then ~ 
knew something had happened to as. 


"I gathered together the few things 
within reach of me, and had to be car 
ried on deck, as the things were wash 
ing *abput: everywhere. My;', husband 
had presence.of mind enough to have 
as much provisions as could be carried 
out, and fifteen bags of Spur and meal 
otherwise I do . not know what w< 
should have done for food, for we were 
hundreds of miles from any land, •* The 
flrst.night we slept in a sail; the next 
had: a tent over our heaus. but 
high; enough to crawl under. .What 
blessing that deckload was to us! Any 
other cargo would have sunk us before 
we knew anything. .After our sleeping 
places were arranged, the captain con- 
cluded to try the ship and see if she 
would steer, as that was-our only sal- 
vation; If that wds unsuccessful, then 
we would have to take to the boat, 
which was rather small for us all, am 
fo carry provisions as well. The stem 
ports.were under water, also the rud- 
der, 
and the mainyard, the. captain 
says, was .four' feet under water dur- 
ing the gale. To our utter astonish- 
ment, she went along nicely with but 
little flail. Her lee rail, mind you, was 
two feet and sometimes more below the 
water; and good old Hesper, -with her 
hold full, four feet on deck, and all be- 
sides she had to drag through th« wa- 
ter, made for two days, with a nice 
brewe, the long .run of 100 miles a 
day. Wonderful, -wasn't It? How hap- 
py we were, to eee ourselves going la 
the direction of land. Better accom- 
modations were then made, and the 
cook made a fire In a tool oil can and 
managed to give us some hot coffee. 
What a treat after, living on cold food 
for several days! Too would be sur- 
prised to we how well I stood it, but 
t was merely force of wtti that held me 
together. I never had to work as hard 
as I did then for thirty-one days, try- 
ng to get the things dry and wash the 
•alt water out of them, 


"We really saved more than 


thought we bad; but having no dry 
place to put anything, it was useless 
a spend so much time over them.

Troutle Over a Luna of Their Own 


«ace-A Collision-Guards Ac- 


tive and Alert. 


(From Thursday's Daily.) 


The trouble with. the Chinese labor- 


era at Waianae plantation which had 
teen brewing since Monday last, cul- 
minated last evening at about 6:45 in 
SB attempt to fire the cane fields. It 'is 
believed by some of the men on the 
aoeae that this was undertaken by a 
fugitive Chinaman— one of the five 
ringleaders of Tuesday's demonstra- 
tioiij fciid /who Is still at large. Owing 
to tfi'e absence of any wind and the 
waicMulness of the plantation guards, 
the fire was discovered before it had 
obtained a.' good headway and the full 
strength of the plantation people in- 
cluding. manager, book-keeper, and 
policemen hastened to the scene and 
after a hard fight extinguished the 


. blaxe before any serious damage was 


done. A watchful eye was being kept 
xm the fields for- any .further trouble 
bat np to midnight everything was 
quiet, although the men exhibit a sur- 
ly manner and the end of trouble does 
not yet seem to have been sighted. 
Guards are posted about the manager's 
tease and also mill and also around 
the laborers' camps and any sign of 
.further trouble will be met with prompt 
action.

The whole trouble has arisen from; 


an assault upon a Chinese luna. riie! 
Chinaman who committed the assault 
•was fined the sum of ?oO and was yes- 
terday brougat to Honolulu in view 
of the avowed intention of his com- 
rades to bring about his release by 
force. On Monday nigh'o a committee 
of five Chinamen waited upon the man- 
ager and sought to 'have oiim order 
tiis luna to pay the amount of the fine 
imposed upon his assailant 
by the 


court, or failing this to pay it himself. 
Both 'proposals were .refused and tae 
men retired in surly silence. On Tues- 
day morning they went in a body ol 
about a hundred, yelling like savagas 
and armed -with sticks, stones, hoes and 
cane knives to the jail, with ihe evi- 
dent intention of intimidating the offi- 
cer in charge,, but a force of plantation 
men and ofcherg to the number of about 
a dozen, 3>|ras quickly gotten . together 
and officer Kahoa after, endeavoring in 
a peaceful way to induce them to re- 


" torn to their camp bu't without success, 
gave the word to disperse them. This 
•was eventually ' accomplished wituout 
injury to any on his side, but the 
rioters did not come out so well as no 
less than seventeen received injures 
of a more or. less serious kind which 
necessitated the attention o£ tne plan- 
tation surgeon. 
When the men had 


time to cool off a little the officw and 
•his assistants proceeded u> their camp 
and persuaded them to return to the 
fields, which a majora^y did, but after 
about an hour of it, returned again to 
tne camp, and began talking of a fur- 
ther movement. To checkmate this 
•warrants for the arrest of five of the 
laborers who, in the trouble at the jail, 
had appeared to be the ringleaders 
•were issued; and four of the five men 
were taken into custody and were on 
Tuesday found guilty, 
sentenced to 


eighteen months on the reef and were 
yesterday morning brought by train to 
Honolulu. The fifth man got away, 
and. as before stated, is still at large. 
although strong efforts will be made 
to secure him as soon as daylight 
makes a search in the caneflelds pos- 
sible.

the business which at last takes me 
to the Atlantic seaboard for an indefi- 
nite stay. I have some patrons in 
Great Britain and Europe myself, but 
of course have not a tithe of the know- 
ledge of the foreign market that is 
possessed by a number of the New 
York brokers. I shall devote some ex- 
tra time to the men and nrms whose 
customers include the famous cheap 
money of the Old World.

If its 
theological engines cannot pull its 
trains of oars, loaded with faithful ad- 
herents up the rising grades of moral- 
ity and religion; if it gets stalled, and 
the passengers get under the seats 
when the evil one, like an unscrupulous 
Road Agent, holds up the train, and 
insists on taking off all the moral coin 
they have on their persons, dt is clear 
enough that something is the matter 
with the make up of the train, or the 
track is mislaid, or the engineers are 
out of date men, wfao should go back 
to "huckleberry trains." 


The Y. M. C. A. treats men as they 


are. It takes Into account the variety 
of temperaments, weaknesses, vacilla- 
tions, hopes and fears, and deals with 
man as a composite nature, and not as 
an abstraction. 
The Church has re- 


garded men as "totally depraved," and 
the instinct to engage in a candy-pull, 
or hunger after a chicken-pie dinner, 
as the clearest evidences of a hopeless 
worldliness. The Y. M. C. A. sees in 
man a wonderful living temple, full of 
marvellous machinery, and that in or- 
der to make'it run without friction, 
chicken-pie and candy-pulls serve as 
lubricating oils, and even some danc- 
ing grease removes spiritual friction. 
The -Church has for so many centuries 
taken such a lurid view of man's en- 
vironment beyond the grave, that it 
was shocking beyond endurance to hsar 
one who might not be among the elect, 
boldly manifest in public an interest 
in the sensual enjoyment of eating a 
chicken-pie. 


The Y. M. C. A. is cautiously burn- 


ing its bridges as it moves out into 
the unexplored wilderness of human 
nature. Gen. Washington was bled to 
death, It was said by one of his at- 
tendants, when tbe old fashioned doc- 
tor took a quart of blcod out of him, 
when he had a cold, i he Y. M. Ct A. 
finding that the old fashioned doctors 
(of Divinity) have drawn off the vital- 
ity of man's best nature by spiritual 
bleedings, are now making some ser- 
ious and successful efforts to get that 
good spiritual blood -back into his sys- 
tem. And in doing so they have the 
warmest sympathy, even if if is sup- 
pressed, of the thinking spiritual lead- 
ers of the churches.

President MaKlltfey has-agiint'been 


feeling the pulsftapf the people, and he 
13 gratified to nntMbait tola1-) 
ards' the 'PhUipjM^s is 
proved of by a JaS-ge numbe^'of the 
people. 
While 'hevis not sur^tha,t a 


substantial majority approve of his 
policy, he feels thai in the end It will 
be sustained. Ar?a sensible man, he 
does not attack- the motives of .those 
"who oppose hhn. Tfie knows tttat their 
opinions have as much legal force un- 
der the Constitution, as ihis own have, 
and that they 'have just as much, right 
to oppose Expansion as <he uas.tp'favor 
it Their, apparently, narrow '«njl Tin- 
statesmanlike views may entourage 
Aguinaldo and cost much treajgtfrg and 
blood, but the situation ia oa4<.'rjteult- 
Ing from the nature of democratic 
government. Our own natlona^b^iatory 
illiistrateB ihte point The ^WtftKpirty, 
which -wes t'he political ancestor of the 
present Republican party, strenously 
opposed 'the war with Mexico:' -It op- 
posed the acquisition -of Texas, and the 
purchase of California. The Mexicans 
regarded the Whigs as their allies, and 
trusted to 'their influence t» prevent vac 
end war. Only when Scott's troopers 
mounted the heights of Cerro Gordo did 
they discover that the power ot *he 
majority in a democracy was a despot- 
ism, in effect, and that it could make 
wars with energy and skill., All that is 
said- now by the ilepn.bMcan' party in 
rebuking: the Anti-Imperialists was 
said fifty-five years ago by the" Demo- 
crats in denouncing the antj.-expan- 
sion men of the Whig party, wto^hort- 
ly after became the bone and sinew of 
the Free Soil and Republican-parties. 


The President returns from his trip 


through the Western States, convinced 
that tois policy of subduing the insur- 
rection in liuzon will be sustained. But 
the method of dealing with ail of the 
recently annexed territory, <he will 
leave to Congress to provide for, as the 
Constitution so requires it. 


It is said in Washington that the 


President nas oorw become more- posi- 
tive in his views, and favors ttss per- 
manent retention of tue Philippines. If. 
the United States proposes to. establish 
and maintain good government In 
those islands, the sooner the impracti- 
cable theory of allowing them self rule 
in any national sense is abandoned, the 
better it will be. Those people must; 
be ruled as the Mexicans asre now ruled 
by Diaz. Only a hundred years of j 
schooling, social and political,1 will fit 
them for national self-government,, and 
the United States will save^l&te. »nd 
annoyance by accepting: tiev«itgablqn,, 
and discharging its reaRonstblUties 
towards mankind.

Moreover, the United States after- 


making many blunders in governing 
the Philippines, will in the end, estab- 
lish directly before the faces of the 
Asiatics, an object lesson in the main- 
tenance of law and order, as the Brit- 
ish have done In Hongkong. Tnis ob- 
ject lesson at the very doors of the 
Orient where five hundred million peo- 
ple live, will be the second and grand- 
est contribution of America to the 
cause of the world's civilization? Its 
first contribution is in it» own example. 


organization of.Vahor, it .has become 
one of the most productive spots on 
the earth/ The fertility of the soil has 
been artificially made with seaweed and 
imported manures. It now supports a 
'population of two Inhabitants to nie 
1 acre. The capacity to do so, Is ;the rs- 
jsult of scientific work. It? Intelligent 
Inhabitants have even imported human 
bones from the battle field of Plevna, 
and an increased production of vegeta- 
bles has been obtained from fertilizers 
made from the mummied cats of Egypt. 
The enormous quantity of ten and 
twelve tons of potatoes per acre are 
obtained from these enriched lands, 
where only five tons are obtained else- 
where 
under ordinary cultivation. 


While the average yield of potatoes, 
per acre, in the Northern States is not 
over fifty bushels, there have been rais- 
ed, by intensive farming, over twelve 
hundred bushels to the acre in several 
States. Kropotkln refers to the aver- 
age yield of corn in the States, which 


about twelve bushels to t/'ie acre, 


while under intensive farming the yield 
has risen to one hundred bushels. On 
the irrigated fields of the Vosges, the 
Vauclnse, etc., In France, six tons of 
hay per acre are obtained, while the 
average farm produces only two tons. 
Kropotkin claims that with scientific 
farming, the yield of produce should 
be three times what it now is, and even 
more. 


He believes that the factory and the 


workshop should not be confined to the 
cities or towns, but should be placed 
among the agriculturists who can cul- 
tivate gardens, and at the same time, 
labor in the factories. This plan would 
prevent the unwholesome life of the 
towns, and enable the laboring classes 
to own small tracts of land, cultivate 
gardens, and at the same time, labor 
in the factories. 


Kropotkln furnishes data to show 


that "in an Industrially developed 
country, a souple of months' work by 
a laborer, or even much less than that, 
would be sufficient to produce for a 
family, a rich and varied supply 
of 
vegetable 
and 
animal 
food.". 


When 
the 
humblest laborer 
has 


been instructed in the science of 
agriculture, he will be able to feed 
his family with two months' labor, in- 
stead of six months, and during the 
rest of the year, he will earn money for 
clothing and luxuries. By bringing the 
workshop and the factory to tne gates 
of the fields and the gardens, the social 
regeneration approaches Utopia. Kro- 
potkin does not dream out his facts, 
jut with singularly accurate investiga- 
tion, cites only facts which are beyond 
dispute, and prove the possibilities ot 
the future.

In the parts of the island where cane 


is grown we distinguish two very dis- 
tinctly marked seasons, each lasting 
six months, viz, the dry season be- 
tween the 15th of April and the 15th of 
October, and the rainy season during 
the other six months. 


AH planting and grinding operations 


have to take pl&ce in the dry season, 
as during the other time out-door work 
is hardly possible, whilst the roads are 
impracticable and would not allow any 
transport of canes. 


As soon as the rice crop has been 


harvested tbe sugar planters start 
working the land, digging trenches 
around and through tne fields for 
drainage, and ploughing them In those 
parts of the island where the clay 


covering they are dried by hot air in 
big revolving drums and packed in 
bamboo baskets lined with palm-leaf 
mats, containing one-third of a ton. 
Tbe second boilings, as far as they are 
not suppressed by the crystallization 
in movement, are centrifugalled, cov- 
ered and returned again in the juice in 
the clarifiers. The third boilings can 
no more be "centrifugalled; they are 
boiled smooth, very close and run into 
big tanks, where they are allowed to 
crystallize for some months. 


After this the crystallized mas* is 


poured into mat bags, the superfluous 
molasses drains off and the resulting 
dry mass, consisting of equal parts of 
fine sugar crystals and adhering mo- 
lasses is put in the bags and sold as 
black syrup, to Europe, for brewing 
purposes. The exhausted molasses is 
either thrown away or sold to distill- 
ers.

The grinding season is a very busy 


one, 
all the planting and 'manufactur- 


ing have to be finished in the five or six 
months of dry weather, and the mana- 
ger and his staff are busy from morn- 
ing to night, and as the mills go on 
grinding«<£he whole twenty-four hours, 
also at night-time, looking after 
the 


planting, manuring and irrigating, the 
transport of cane tops, of cane and of 
sugar and after the various operations 
In the factory. 


Usually the European staff consists 


of a manager, two or three field over-

LABOR OF CUBA 


Report ,pn Outlook for 


Field Workers. 


•Many Dlect"-Solalers Had Been 


SorvlVig as Coolipp -Planning 


for the Future. 


(Willet and Gray.) 


We have looked into the question of 


laborers in Cuba and find that there is 
not now a sufficient number available 
fof the production of a normal crop of, 
sugar. 
Many Of the former laborers 


died as a result of the reconcentrado 
policy of Captain General Weyler, and 
a further loss of laborers was caused 
by tjie departure of the Spanish sol- 
diers, a large number of whom worked 
in tbe caneflelds. Following is a reply 
to our special enquiry on this subject: 


Matanzas, October 5, 1899. 


In answer to your queries concern- 


ing the population of the/island and 
the lack of a sufficient number of la- 
borers to cultivate a crop of a million 
tons, would say that.notwithstanding 
the great loss of life Incident to the 
last war, we consider the population 
can be estimated today at very near 
one million and a half inhabitants. As 
regards laborers, undoubtedly there 
will be a great scarcity of them' when 
our crops become normalized again, 
and now would be the time to begin 
thinking seriously about some kind of 
remedy for that evil in the near fu- 
ture, in order not to be caught unpre- 
pared, as otherwise it would be a cer- 
tain check to the progress of this coun- 
try. 


The best emigration would be that of 


white people from your country and 
Southern Europe, and even, if neces- 
sary, a certain number of Chinese 
might be admitted at the start, rather 
than resorting to the importation of 
negroes from the Southern States. In 
the present condition of affairs here 
such an emigration would be a bane to 
tnis country, as we have already too 
many colored people 
In comparison 


with the number of the white popula- 
tion. 


If \ve are not mistaken, a few years 


ago a number of "Coolies" from East 
India were introduced in some of the 
English and French Antilles and gave 
satisfaction. They are a mild race 
and, 
though not so strong as tbe ne- 


groes, quite accustomed to work under 
a sun even hotter than ours 
They 


might perhaps be brought under con- 
tract through one of the English ports 
in India, in families. 


It is to be expected that with the 


improved sanitary conditions and the 
decrease of sickness in the island, part 
of the white emigration 
from Spain 


and Italy to South America might be 
directed to this country, provided fa- 
vorable opportunities should be offered 
them, and to attain this end all the ex- 
ertions and forethought of the Govern- 
ment in charge should incline, so as to 
have the problem in a fair way of so- 
lution when the time comes for .a 
greater demand of laborers.
